Journey Has No Political or 
Economic Purpose, Says 
Cuban Statement. 


President Coolidge will journey to 
Hevana, Cuba, next January unless 
something should arise meantime to 
prevent his going, according to infor- 
mation cabled to the Cuban capital 
last night. 

The President was invited to go to 
Havana about three months ago by 
the Cuban Ambassador, Orestes Fer- 
rara. He was invited again last eve- 
ning by the president of the Cuban 
republic, Gerardo Machado, who ar- 
rived here in the afternoon. 

Last night word was sent to Havana 
saying that it had been learned on 
good authority that President Coolidge 
had promised to go to Cuba unless 
something should develop to. prevent 
the trip. 


Conference Will Be Milestone. 


Should President Coolidge go to Ha- 
vana, it would be to attend the sixth 
Pan-American conference that is to be 
held there in January. This confer- 
énce is expected to mark another mile- 
stone in promoting the friendly rela- 
tions between the United States and 
the nations south of the Rio Grande. 

After President -Machado called: on 
President Coolidge yesterday to extend 
the invitation to visit Havana, it was 
stated that President Coolidge had not 
decided whether he would accept, but 
had expressed appreciation for the in- 
vitation. 

On his arrival here yesterddy, Presi- 
dent Machado was given the traditional 
welcome accorded to visitors of such 
high station. Nature, however, was not 
In a hospitable mood, and the Cuban 
executive had to ride through a monot- 
onous drizzle of rein. 

It was reported that the purpose of 
President: Machado’s visit was to pave 
the way for subsequent negotiations 
looking to the modification of the per- 


‘manent’ treaty between the United 


States and Cuba, known as. the Platt 
amendment. 
Statement for Machado. 

A statement issued for Président 
Machado to the press said, in part: 

“The visit of the president of Cuba 
to Washington has no determined po- 
litical or economic purpose, byt it is 
his desire that the relations between 
the two countries shall bear such a 
stamp of cordiality that in carrying 
out any examination or reexamination 
of them which the lapse of time makes 
advisable, both parties shall take into 
account the common interest. 

“The acceptance of acts of courtesy 
which will be héld during the presi- 
dent’s visit to New York, do not bear 
any relation to Cuban finances, either 
national or private. The policy of the 
present government of -Cuba is con- 
trary to the contracting of any loans, 
as the president has many times de- 
clared. . The grateful. acceptance of 
those acts only implies the desire to 
show the business interests of the 
United States that Cuba appreciates 
the cooperation which they have ren- 
dered toward the economic develop- 
ment of Cuba, and assure them once 
mote that all legitimate foreign rights 
will be safeguarded by the same pro- 
visions which protect Cuban interests.”

Hundreds of the homeless were ma- 
rooned on two trains of box cars on 
the Marianna cut-off, near Hughes, 
Ark., with efforts to reach them un- 
availing. ‘ 


Greenville, Miss, a town of 12,000, 


was flooded, with its water supply cut 
off, and boats and rafts the only means 
of transportation. 

New crevasses and breaks in the Mis- 
sissipp! dikes were threatened north of 
Vicksburg, and. on the Louisiana side 
across from Natchez, Miss. 

President Calls for Ajd. 

Additional refugee camps were being 
established in half a dozen cities along 
the lower Mississippi. 

President Coolidge has issued a proc- 
lamation calling on the country to aid 
the stricken and a committee of his 
cabinet has decided to conduct a cam- 
paign for $5,000,000 to relieve the 
homeless, many of whom have lost all 
their property. 

Cold weather, which has added to the 
suffering of the rescued, was giving way 
to rising temperatures and augmented 
staffs of doctors and nurses were check- 
ing the spread of disedse in the nearly 
score of refugee camps. 

Thousands of men were working 
feverishly raising the levees of the 
lower Mississippi from Baton Rouge to 
New Orleans. 


. Refugees Seen by Fliers.

New York, which was selected, placed 
a certified check of $150,000 on the 
table and guaranteed that $55,000 
would be realized from radio and other 
concessions. The $150,000 was for the 
use of the national committee as it saw 
fit with no questions asked. It had no 
regard to entertainment of which the 
New York representatives gave assur- 
ance that the sky would be the limit. 
All of this was exclusive of the use of 
the convention hall and all” expenses 
incident to its use as well as other 
quarters necessary for committee work. 

San Francisco offered a flat donation 
of $200,000 and promised to spend 
$100,000 for entertainment. St. Louis’ 
cash offer was $100,000 with a guaran- 
teed $50,000 entertainment outlay. 
Chicago did not talk in terms of cold 
cash, but.emphasized that there would 
be no trouble on that score. 


Visitors Always Here. 


Washington is not accustomed to 
digging ddwn into its pocket to this 
extent because it has always had a 
steady fiow of visitors. Its convention 
bureau was only established about a 
year ago. 

The trade bodies moved forward, 
however, toward taking concrete action 
on the statement by Senator Glass, 
of Virginia, that Washington would 
make an. ideal, city.

KANSAS GITY PLANNING 
OUTLINED 10 REALTORS 


Expert Urges Capital Men to 
Avoid Stereotyped 
Development. 


SPEAKS FOR.APPROACHES 


Urging realtors to get away from the 
old stereotyped way of city planning, 
in laying out streets and. drives in 
their developments on the “checker- 
board” plan, and so design them to fit 
the contour of the land and preserve 
the natural beauty, was stressed 
J. C. Nichols, of Kansas City, Mo., mem- 
ber of the National Capital park and 
planning commission, at the monthly 
meeting of the Washington Real Es- 
tate Board last night in Wardman Park 
hotel. In the absence of John F. 
Maury, persident of the board, W. C. 
Miller, vice president, presided. 

Mr. Nichols, nationally known as a 
city planner, illustrated his talk-with 
stereopticon views of his own develop- 
ment in Kansas City, showing how 
small streams, hillsides and trees could 
be effectively ysed in laying out a sub- 
divésion, instead of being filled in or 
torn down and: giving the land a flat, 
inartistic appearance. 

Washington should be the mecca of 
every patriot in America, Mr. Nichols 
said, and the people should have for 
the Capital City the same sentiment 
that the Frenchman has for Paris. The 
realtors were ‘charged by the speaker 
with the responsibility of making the 
approaches to the city sightly and at- 
tractive, so the visitor would immedi- 
ately gain a good impression. 

Mr. Nichols told the realtors that 
they should not make their plans for 
today alone, but ‘for the future, and 
that if a city was bad or good physical- 
ly, they were to blame. He added it 
was poor policy to pay as one goes for 
public improvements; that he felt fu- 
ture generations should bear their share 
of the costs, and mentioned some of 
the bond issues raised by other cities 
for this work. 

Standardized pians of street planning 
is one of the greatest curses in America 
today, said he, and he said highways 
should be elastic to fit needs of traffic. 
Mr. Nichols asserted when Washing- 
ton is four times larger than at pres- 
ent, traffic would be 16 times as heavy, 
and that streets -should be laid out 
with this in mind. —

UTILITY BOARD ASKS 
$1,000 FROM C. & P.CO. 


First Assessment Is for Funds 
to Pay for Property 
Evaluation. 


The public utility commission yes- 
terday issued its first order under the 
new law authorizing it to assess public 
utility corporations for expense of val- 
uation and other investigations.

Between the acts a gay throng gath- 
ered in the foyer to exchange views 
on the music and the artists and to 
greet their friends. The grand opera 
spirit was present in every sense of the 
word, and enthusiasm and applause 
were ready at all times. 

The youthful members. of many 
Washington families were included last 
night, and keenly enjoyed, from all 
appearances, the chance to hear and 
see the famous Metropolitan Opera 
singers and to add to their education, 
and, above all, to be a part of adult 
social events. From the girls’ schools 
in Washington came a nuniber of 
groups of students who were among 


the most enthusiastic members of the 


audience. These students were given 
tickets at special prices, as a part of 
the educational program adopted some 
time ago by Mrs. Greene. 

The auditorium, with its capacity of 
6,000 seats, was filled to the last seat. 

The production was under the gen- 
eral direction of the famed general 
manager of the Metropolitan Opera 
company, Glulio Gatti-Casazza, who 
had spared no effort to approximate in 
casts of artists, scenic equipment, bal- 
let, orchestra chorus and every other 
detail the New York productions. 


Conductors to Make Debut. 


During the three performances of 
the opera in this city, two of the most 
distinguished living Italian conductors, 
Tullio Serafin and Vincenzo Bellezza, 
will make their Washington debuts. 
The difference in size of the auditorium 
stage and that of the Metropolitan 
Opera company in New York naturally 
made some. slight changes in the set- 
tings necessary but, on the whole, it 
was said that the stage and other fa- 
cilities of the auditorium were found 
adequate to the demands made on them 
last night.

In the first place it is a 
favorite role with both Galli-Curci and 
Gigli and in the next the roles founded 
on Dumas’ book, “Lady of the Camel- 
lias,” are clothed in a romantic period, 
the time of Louis XIV of France. 
“La Traviata,” long regarded as a test 
opera for coloratura sopranos; was a 
familiar book to Galli-Curci and the 
other singers. 

Again last night Galli-Curci showed 
her independence of operatic tradition. 
Her Violetta was original with her in 
many senses of the word. So sure is 
she of her prestige that now and then 
she will take a liberty with the score 
but the audience did not care. For 
from the moment she made her en- 
trance, when she was. greeted with a 
spontaneous ovation, to the end of the 
opera, Galli-Curcl had her audience 
with her. Technical musicians in the 
audience might have picked out a flaw 
here and there, but the abiding charm 
of the prima donna got over the foot- 
lights at once and she had little more 
to fear. 


Galli-Curct’s Art Effortless. 


The art of Galli-Curci is so effortless 
that at times she does not seem to be 
singing at all, it is all so natural and 
realistic. Into the character of Viol- 
etta,. Galli-Curch put the matchless 
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High Moment in “Farewell Song.” 


The exquisite charm of her “Fare- 
well Song” was another high moment 
for her, one which the audience 


duets, and in them last night Galli- 
Curci was most effective, her voice 
blending beautifully with that of Gigli 
in that loveliest of vocal combinations, 
tenor and soprano, in the well-known 
“Parigi O Cara” and in that beautiful 
duet, “Un di felice,” when the mutual 
love of Alfredo and Violetta is musical- 
ly told. 

Benjamino Gigli, from his first few 
bars in the first act as he drank to Vi- 
oletta, to the last tones of his final 
solompt her bedside, displayed consum- 
mate art in his singing and his acting. 
NqQ less an artist was De Luca} whose 
rich mellow tones rang Out appealingly 
in his singing to Violetta in the garden 
and to his son, after which incident 
he was accorded an ovation that 
equaled if not slightly surpassed any 
given to the other stars during the 
performance. 

Gigli was satisfying as Alfredo vo- 
cally. His voice is a lovély mellow 
organ, beautifully modulated, capable 
of the great things of emotional sing- 
ing with.a timbre and charm that ac- 
count for his popularity as one of the 
first stars of the Metropolitan Opera 
company. The opera was congenial to 
him because in his native tongue. 

When he sang his great solo, “Questa 
donna conoscote,” the audience would 
not be satisfied until he had made ac- 
knowledgment after acknowledgment 
of its applause. Another succéssful 
aria was his “Wild My Dream of 
Youth,” in which the beautiful sweet- 
ness of his mezza voce was apparent. 
In the duets and trios Gigli scored 
again. 


Score Is No Burden. 


The demands of the score upon 
Giuseppe de Luca, who sang the role of 
Giorgio Germont, were no apparent 
burden to him. His big, robusto bary- 
tone rose in .cascades of melody. Gor- 
mont is a at acting part as well and 
De Luca injected dramatic fire and 
vigor into it. Most Gormonts are 
judged largely for their solo possibilities 
on that lovely song, “Di Provenza il 
mar,” and De Luca came through the 
test with flying colors last night. 

That Washington is a “cold” city to 
the drama and opera never can be said 
truthfully again.

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Women Must Help Elect Right 
People to Congress, Says 
Representative. 


| CHALLENGE OF ATHEISM 


CAUSES STIR IN- SESSION 


Final Meetings Are to Be Held 
Today; Banquet Planned 
for Tonight 


Representative Edith Nourse Rogers, 
of Massachusetts, told the delegates to 
the thirty-sixth continental congress of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion in Memorial Continental hall last 
night, that the women of the country 


must see to it that the right type of 
persons are sent to the national Congress 
to represent them. Representative 
Rogers was the chief speaker of 
woman’s night. Others heard on the 
same program were Mrs. Herbert 
Hoover, wife of the Secretary of Com- 
merce and honorary vice president of 
the Girl Scouts of America; Mrs. John 
Laidlaw Buel, president of the National 
Society,(Daughters of the Founders and 
Patriots of America, and Mrs. Ernest 
Thompson Seton, president of the Na- 
tional League of American Pen Women. 

“If the people don’t like their legis- 
lators,” said Mrs. Rogers, “it is their 
own fault. They have not taken the 
trouble to find out the.kind of people 
they are voting for. Some of the people 
who complain the most, particularly 
about our government, are the ones 
who don’t know who their representa- 
tives are.” 


Cites Need of Preparedness. 


That the D. A. R. can do. a splendid 
work by explaining the need of pre- 
paredness to the so-called pacifist socie- 
ties was pointed out by Mrs. Rogers. 

“Many of them are perfectly sincere,” 
she asserted,,"“in feeling they are serv- 
ing the country and humanity as well 
with their peace propaganda. We all 
want peace, but the majority of us be- 
lieve in order to assure’ peace we must 
have preparedness in every department, 
army, navy and industrial. That is one 
of our tasks, to show the country the 
need of protection.” 

“Cheap filppancies by a host of de- 
tractors” of the United States were de- 
nounced by Mrs. Buel in an address 
preceding that by Mrs. Rogers. 

“The principles of the founders of 
the nation are belng challenged today,” 
Mrs. Buel declared, assailing ‘these peo- 
ple who are challenging the funda- 
mental principles of this country and 
trying to make the founders ‘human’ 
by dragging them down to their own 
level.” Not all of them are foreign 
foes, she said. 

Mrs: Hoover urged members of the 
D. A. R. to assist in the Girl Scout 
movement by becoming scout leaders 
and inducing other women to do the 
same. 


Letter Causes Flurry. 


Considerable interest was caused in 
the congress by the reading of a letter 
from the American Association for the 
Advancement of Atheism, addressed to 
Mrs. Flora Myers Gillentine, vice presi- 

ent general from Tennessee, from E. 
J. Devine, who signed himself as sec- 
retary of the Washington chapter of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vance of Atheism. The letter follows: 

“As secretary of the Washington 
chapter of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Atheism, I 
hereby denounce the efforts of your 
organization to force Bible reading in 
the public schools. 

“It is an anachronism of the twen- 
tieth century that supposedly intelli- 
gent women should engage in attempts 
to pump silly, stupid and obsolete 
supe ions into thé brains of the 
childrén of the United States. 

“Why don’t you to teach .facts 
instead of foolishness—science instead 
of theology? 

“The A. A. A. A., led by such great 
American atheists as Bishop William 
Montgomery Brown, E. Haldeman Ju- 
‘jus, Charles Smith, Freeman Hopwood, 
Linn A. E, Gale and Stanley Clark, ac- 
cepts the challenge of organized big- 
otry, and will wage increasing warfare 
against your efforts to poison the 
minds of young Americans.”

The most reassuring feature of the en- 
tire Chinese situation is the determina- 
tion of the United States government to 
refrain from joining with other powers 
in any action which could be regarded by 
the Chinese as evidence of a determina- 
tion to block the present movement for 
the integration of the Chinese republic 
on an equality with other nations in all 
respects.

They intend to establish a stable general 
government, with full sovereign powers. 
In order to accomplish this purpose they 
must overcome the provincial war lords, 
assert the authority of the Cantonese 
government throughout China, and make 
new treaties with foreign governments. 

The sympathy of the United States 
government and speople is with the Can- 
tonese. Americans would welcome the 
establishment of a strong republican gov- 
ernment in China, and there would be a 
violent protest here if the United States 
government should hesitate to negotiate 
new treaties with a government truly 
representing the Chinese nation. The 
old extraterritorial rights must be aban- 
_doned, together with American partici- 
pation in the arrangement which pre- 
vents China from asserting full contro] 
of its customs system. Several months 
ago Secretary Kellogg announced that 
the United States would be glad to make 
new treaties when China was in a posi- 
tion to negotiate. 

The importance of the quarrel between 
the radicals and moderates in the Can- 
tonese ranks appears to have been ex- 
aggerated. The moderates vastly out- 
number the radicals. Gen. Chiang Kai- 
Shek and Eugene Chen are working in 
harmony. The fulminations from the 
Hankow radicals have no effect upon the 
plans of Chiang Kai-Shek, who has re- 
sumed the main business of driving the 
Manchurian war lord out of Peking. It 
is noticeable that after every apparent 
setback the Cantonese resume their 
northward march with irresistible mo- 
mentum. They seemed: to be demoral- 
ized before they reached Hankow, but 
they swept into that city. They were 
delayed in taking Nanking, but they took 
it. Their utter rout was proclaimed 
when they fell back after approaching 
Shanghai, but within a few days they 
occupied the city almost without firing a 
shot. The Cantonese movement is noth- 
ing less than a vast national wave which 
increases in volume as it sweeps north- 
ward. Only the Chinese nation itself 
can stop the progress of the movement. 
Foreign powers could not stop it if they 
should try, and they will not try. Some 
of them, however, are lacking in sym- 
pathy with the movement, and are dis- 
posed to stand in the way of the Can- 
tonese by insisting upon recognition of 
claims based upon old conditions that 
are crumbling away. 

A new China is rising, modern in char- 
acter, conscious of its strength, and de- 
termined to exercise all the powers en- 
joyed by sovereign nations. The United 
States is pursuing the right course by 
refraining from any interference what- 
ever with the nationalist movement. This 
republic can well afford to place its trust 
in the spirit of democratic liberty that is 
driving out the war lords in China and 
setting up a clean and powerful govern- 
ment. There is no reason to doubt that 
the new government of China will deal 
fairly and honestly with other nations. 
It will deal generously with the United 
States if this government during these 


. days of trial manifests sympathy, under- 
_ standing and friendship toward China. 
_ That is the time-honored policy of the 


_ United States. A firm adherence to it 
_. now will greatly benefit China and help 
_ to preserve peace throughout the Orient. 
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THE MEXICAN REVOLUTION. 

The censorship established by the Calles gov- 
ernment over all news from Mexico is an indi- 
cation that the popular revolution has reached 
the status of war. In no less than eighteen 
Mexican states there is revolt against the Calles 
regime, and forces numbering as high as 1,200 
men have clashed with the Calles soldiery. 
Battles in which 200 or even 300 fatalities 
occur can no longer be described as bandit 
raids. 

The appalling savagery of the attack upon 
a train in the state of Jalisco this week reveals 
only too clearly the desperate nature of the 
war that is developing between the Calles gov- 
ernment and the Mexican people. The assail- 
ants of the train are described by the Mexican 
government as bandits, led by priests, and in- 
spired by the Catholic episcopate. The repre- 
sentatives of the Catholic Church deny this 
charge and assert that no proof has been ad- 
duced to show that any of the disorders in 
Mexico have been instigated by church in- 
fluence. 

Apparently the uprisings throughout Mexico 
are caused in part by the policy of the Calles 
government in attempting to suppress religious 
freedom, but it is quite obvious that if this be 
true the people would not need any urging 
from church authorities to revolt against such 
tyranny. Other aggressions by the govern- 
ment, however, have contributed to the revolt. 
The people are fighting not only for religious 
liberty, but for other liberties that have been 
suppressed. 


AN APPEAL TO THE LADIES. 


Virginia, North Carolina, Kentucky and the 
other States that devote a large portion of 
their acreage to the cultivation of cigarette 
tobacco should unite in presenting a suitable 
testimonial to that prince of educators, Dr. 
Noble MacCracken, president of Vassar college. 

The doctor was making an address before 
the Kentucky Educational association when 
his attention was directed to the report that 
the Athletic association of the college over 
which he presides had ruled against the use 
of tobacco by members of the athletic teams. 
The subject of smoking among the student 
body of Vassar is too trivial, in the opinion 
of Dr. MacCracken, to warrant any one in 
questioning him as to his views on the matter, 
but at the same time he expressed himself as 
in full accord with the rules which prohibit 


tobacco to the members of the athletic teams 


of Vassar. As to the general prohibition of 
smoking among the students, that is an eén- 
tirely different matter. He did not go to 
Kentucky for the purpose of discussing any 
such topic, but having been asked he was 
ready. ‘‘I see no real objections to girls 
smoking, anyway,” he said; ‘‘our grandmothers 
smoked.’’ 

But it was in his closing remark that Dr. 
MacCracken earned the right to ‘a medal from 
the tobacco belt. He pointed out a way to 
increase the tobacco trade sufficiently to meet 
the loss through the falling off in Chinese 
demand when he said: ‘‘Tobacco is one of the 
country’s most important crops. The men can’t 
smoke it all up. Why shouldn’t the women 
help?’”’ 

What a slogan this for cigarette makers! 


“ELECTRICAL APPLIANCES. 


The Department of Commerce finds that the 
total value of the electrical machinery and 
electric apparatus and supplies made in 1925 
in the 1,739 establishments from which re- 
ports were received was $1,540,002,041./ This 
was an increase of more than 19 per cent in two 


years. Ten per cent of this, or $155,245,226, 
represents the value of batteries produced, and 
more than $74,000,000 represents household 
heating and cooking devices, which shows the 
growth of the use of electric current: for house- 
hold purposes other than lighting. Some of the 
other items which went to make up the total 
were ignition apparatus for internal combus- 
tion engines, $41,364,998; telephone and tele- 
graphic apparatus, $84,421,231, and radio ap- 
paratus, $170,197,861. 

In the matter of the manufacture of radio ap- 
paratus the increase in production is remark- 
able. In 1923 the number of radio tubes man- 
ufactured was 4,687,400. In 1925 the number 
had increased to 24,015,443. While the total 
value of radio apparatus made in 1923 was 
$54,000,000, two years later the value had 
mounted to $170,000,000, or more than 300 
per cent increase, 

Aside from the growth of the radio apparatus 
industry it seems that electrical cooking de- 
vices are most rapidly growing in favor. The 
value of electric stoves, for instance, was dou- 
ble in 1925 the reported value of the 1923 pro- 
duction, and while the value of waffle irons 
made in the former year was $788,669, the de- 
mand had grown sufficiently by, 1925 to war- 
rant the turning out of 306,527 irons with a 
value of $1,806,780. On the other hand the 
demand for curling irons shows a marked fall- 
ing off, as the sales of the tongs netted the 
manufacturers about $250,000 less in 1925 
than in 1923. The vogue of bobbed hair is 
fine for the barber, but death to the curling 
iron man. 
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PENDING ELECTION IN IRELAND. 


The forthcoming general election in the 
Irish Free State, scheduled to take place a 
few months hence, promises to develop an in- 
teresting series of contests. The number of 
separate political parties putting up candidates 
tends, indeed, to cause some confusion and to 
prevent a clear-cut declaration of the voters 
in favor of any one of them. At the last elec- 
tion, in 1923, there were 376 candidates for 
153 vacancies. The following table shows the 
number of nominations then made by each 
party and the number elected:

It will thus be seen that, while the govern- 
ment had the best average, no party secured 
an absolute majority over all other combined. 
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and was thus enabled to put its legis- 
lative program through. 

In the ‘coming election it is probable that 
the republicans will’ be split into two rival 


factions, the Sinn Fein, which claims to be the 


only republican party in Ireland, and the 
Fianna Fail, or the adherents of Eamonn de 
Valera. In addition, there will be two entirely 
new groups, the Clann Eireann and the Na- 
tional league. Thus, unless the farmers’ party 
coalesces with the government, which is not 
impossible, there will be eight. separate or- 
ganizations seeking the suffrages of the people. 
Such a situation is, to say the least of it, not a 
desirable one for securing a representative ad- 
ministration. 

The present Irish government has made a 
bold bid for more extended support. In intro- 
ducing the budget on Thursday last, Finance 
Minister Blythe promised to reduce the annual 
cost of the army from £2,000,000 to £1,500,- 
000 if the electors will give a sufficiently large 
pro-treaty vote. He also announced a cut of a 
shilling in the income tax rate, a procedure 
which is expected to win over to a great extent 
the commercial interests and the salary-earn- 
ing classes. 

As far as one can judge at this distance, 


there are all the materials for an exciting elec- 


tion in Ireland. The result will be of the high- 
est importance, for on it will greatly depend 
the progress to be made in the next few years’ 
by the Irish Free State. 


THE MISSISSIPPI FLOOD. 


Although the Mississippi river is falling in 
the northerly reaches, additional disaster is 
to be expected as the flood smashes against 
southern levees. Enormous areas are already 
under water, and tens of thousands of indi- 
viduals are suffering and in danger. President 
Coolidge’s appeal for aid will be heeded, and 
everything that the Red Cross and local 
agencies can do to relieve the situation will 


be done. It is a calamity, however, that ren- 
ders human resistance unavailing, and the 
best that can be done is to evacuate the flooded 
regions, leaving live stock to perish and mov- 
able property to be destroyed. 

The strain upon public generosity will come 
when the flood subsides and the work of re- 
habilitation begins. It will be a long and 
costly process. Farms must be reclaimed and 
restocked, buildings restored and families re- 
united. The Red Cross will find itself occupied 
in the devastated region for many a month 
to come, 

Can the government keep this mighty river 
within its banks, in spite of floods? Many en- 
gineers hold that the work of flood control 
has been botched by piecemeal appropriations 
and frequent changes of plans. They insist 
that Congress should adopt a comprehensive 
plan and provide funds for continuous work 
On an adequate scale, so that the project as 
a whole would not fail because of the break- 
down of a part. The money to be spent for 
relief and rehabilitation as a result of the 
present flood might have gone far toward the 
erection of permanent defensive works. 


GOING TO THE CITY. 

The statistics regarding farm population and 
trends covering the period 1920-25 have been 
augmented by further information gathered 
by the Department of Agriculture for the year 
1926. It is estimated that 2,150,000 persons 
moved from farms to cities and villages last 
year, and that 1,135,000 moved to farms, 


making a net movement of a few thousands 
more than 1,000,000 persons away from the 
farm. 

Every geographic division of the country 
took part in the cityward movement. On 
January 1, 1927, the farm population of the 
Pacific States was 98.6 per cent as large as 
on the first of the preceding year. In the 
West South Central States the proportion was 
only 97 per cent. The trend in all other re- 
gions lay between these extremes. 

These are not reassuring figures, for the 
country must eat, and the food must be pro- 
duced on the farms. The efficiency of farming 
methods will partly offset loss of farm help. 
Automatic machinery —tractors, thrashing 
machines, power reapers and binders—has 
made the farm of today less dependent upon 
hand labor. But in the main, the farming 
business is inefficiently organized and man- 
aged, operating with exorbitant waste. 

In the meantime, the country continues to 
grow, and the demand for foodstuffs increases. 
Visionaries talk about making the farm more 
attractive in order to stem. the flow cityward, 
but this will be useless unless those who re- 
main on the farm operate their acres 
economically. 


Japan is undergoing a_ severe financial 
crisis as a result of continued misfortunes be- 
ginning with the earthquake of 1923. Thirty 
banks having suspended and runs on other 
banks having assumed alarming proportions, 
the government has proclaimed a moratorium 
for 21 days. In the meantime the imperial 
diet will grapple with’ the situation and take 
steps to fortify the banks and reassure the 
people. Japanese 6%* per cent bonds closed 
at 99% yesterday in New York. The courage 
and industry of the Japanese nation are not 
daunted by misfortune. These qualities will 
keep the country safe and strong in spite of 
adversity. 


To compare a “‘compact”’ with a battleship is 
going pretty far, yet Mrs. Ruth Maurer, speak- 
ing before the National Cosmeticians’ School, in 
Chicago, told her audience that the cosmetics 
that would be used by the women of the United 
States during the next twelve months would 
cost as much as 28 battleships.

AUTOMATIC LIGHTS. 

The new street lighting system of St. 
Louis, Mo., is to be turned on and off 
at sunset and sunrise, without the aid 
of human hands, says the New York 
Times. An astronomical clock, which 
automatically setS its alarm for the 
seasonal variations in night and day, is 
the nerve center of the control ap- 
paratus with which the automatic sub- 
stations are equipped. 

In summer, when days are long and 
twilight lingers, the seasonal nerve in 
the little clock hesitates with the sun- 
ligkt; each morning it is right ahead 
of the dawn to shut off the lights of 
St. Louis’ new electric lighting devel- 
opment. This sensitive timepiece is 
motor-wound and requires no more 
than the occasional cleaning which 
every watch needs. About once a year 
a slight correction might have to be 
made to bring the clock exactly to 
standard time. 

The astronomical dial has two con- 
tractors on a single drum,. one for 
morning and one for evening. When 
the “P. M.” contact engages its first 
position of the day it closes and locks 
an electric circuit in which is wired 
the “master sequence” relay. This 
master relay in turn sets in motion a 
contact drum. The first of these con- 
tacts puts current from a 13,000-volt 
incoming line onto the “station bus”— 
that is, onto the main switchboard line 
of the substation. At intervals of five 
seconds thereafter one contact closes. 

Each contact closes a branch circuit 
carrying part of the lighting load. In 
the Anne avenue substation, which 
controls the first part of the new $8,- 
000,000 system. there are seven of these 
branch circuits. Each has its own set 
of switches and protective devices, 
which are set to working 2u. matically 
when the time switch starts the ball

Washington War Memorial. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: There 
is a certain hardihood in the position 
taken by the writer of a letter which 
appeared in your issue of April 21 over 
the signature “Constance Williams” 
that compels admiration. That any 
individual should be so sure of the 
soundness of their own judgment as 
to disparage publicly a patriotic local 
project having the indorsement and 
support of the President of the United 
| States, the Congress of the United 
| States, the cabinet, the District com- 
| missioners, the leading churchmen of 
ithe city, the patriotic societies of 
| Washington, the board of education, 
'the Garden Club of America, the com- 
' mission of fine arts, the national park 
and planning commission and of a 
| public-spirited group of some 400 
| Washingtonians who are lending of 
their time and enthusiasm to the task 
of erecting a suitable memorial to those 
/who died in the service of their coun- 
try during the great war can not but 
command a type of admiration. 
| The Washington war memorial, to 
| which your correspondent refers as a 
| “preposterous structure,” is by many 
others held to be a very beautiful and 
fitting tribute to those whose memory 
Washington would perpetuate. This is, 
| however, purely a matter of opinion 
and taste. It is with matters of fact 
| that I, as chairman of the organiza- 
| tion charged with what I consider the 
| tremendously worth while task of

/memorial will be built, wish to concern

In its erection 
every consideration will be given tothe 
protection and enhancement of the 
beauty of that grove, it being the opin- 
ion of all concerned that, as the me- 
morial will add to the beauty®f the 
grove, so the grove will add greatly to 
the beauty of the memorial. 

It is our further hope that through 
the locating of the memorial within 
these boundaries a greater number of 
Washingtonians than are now on inti- 
mate terms with the loveliness of the 
spot under consideration will, through 
being drawn there by the memorial, at- 
tain to appreciation and enjoyment of 
“one of the very few snots near at hand 
where there is any number of trees | 
gathered together.”

E ate asked whether or not there 

are other aspics than tomato. 

Have we used it so many times, 
L. B., that you thought we had no 
ethers? But, as a matter of fact, 
summer is coming on apace and we 
shall have need of these jellied dishes, 
and it will be not unwise at this 
time to give, with our Sunday dinner 
suggestion, possibly two or three aspic 
dishes. 


Here is our menu for Sunday. 
MENU. 
Cream of Pea Soup 
Toasted Crackers 
Sweet Pickle 
German Roast 
Creamed or Mashed Potatoes 
Fresh Buttered Carrots 
Cucumber and Tomato Salad 
Ice Box Cake 
Coffee. 


Olives 


German Roast. 

Take a large thick piece of round 
steak or lamb shoulder and take out 
any bone. Pound the meat well and 
lay it in vinegar for 24 hours. Heat a 
small amount of drippings in a kettle 
that can be closely covered and place 
the meat which has been rolled within 
the kettle, Sprinkle the upper side of 
the meat with salt, pepper_and ginger 
and add an onion cut in pieces and 
stick some cloves, about six or seven, 
in the meat. Cover closely and cook 
for a half hour over a very slow fire, 
and, without plercing the meat. turn 
it over. Go through the same process 
of seasoning on this side and now add 
one. or two tomatoes cut in pleces and 
about a pint of soup stock. Again 
cover closely and cook for two and a 
half hours, turning‘the meat occasion- 
ally. Be sure not to pierce the meat 
with the fork at any time. Serve on 
a hot platter garnished with parsley 
and surrounded with a gravy made of 
the liquid im which the meat was 
cooked. 

Salad. 

For our cucumber.and tomato salad 
we will remember that the cucumbers 
are to be peeled, sliced and soaked in 
salted water (ice water) for two or 
three hours. The tomatoes are then 
peeled and the cucumbers drained. 
Scoop the center from the tomatoes 
and add that which is removed to the 
cucumbers. Add a few drops of onion 
juice and salt and pepper to taste. 
, Add a Philadelphia cream cheese that 
has been worked with a spoon until 
it has reached the consistency of soft 
butter and then work the well-sea- 
soned cucumber and tomato mixture 
into the cheese, Return this mix- 
ture to the tomatoes and fill the cen- 
ters to a well mounded top. Dash 
with paprika and serve with a spoonful 
of mayonnaise on the side of the lettuce 
leaf on which the tomato is, of course, 
served. Chill the whole before serv- 
ing. 

Our ice box cake is in the cook book, 
and the rest of the dishes suggested in 
the menu will, I think, take care of 
themselves. Here, then, come the 
aspics. 

Aspic of Tongue. 

Cook a tongue in the usual manner 
of boiling until tender and then trim 
away all of the waste materiats and 
the skin. Make a quart of brown 
stock from three beef bouilion cubes 
and season it to taste with salt and 
pepper and just a few drops of onion 
juice. Add an envelope of gelatin 
and set aside until this liquid begins 
to set but is not firm. Remove all 
skin from the tongue and slice it in 
thin slices. Place in the bottom of the 
mold in which the tongue is to be 
Made up a mumber of carrots, beets 
and slices of egg, cut in fancy shapes. 
Take the gelatin mixture that is be- 
ginning to set and spread it over these 
decorations, being careful not to dis- 
turb their placement. Then add a

Aspic Novelty. 

We have not, it is true, gone greatly 
into the fancy forms of cookery, but 
it is also true that with summer we 
shall have need of the dainty, artistic 
things; so shall we today be a bit reck- 
less and have the following recipe: 

Skin six small tomatoes and stuff 
them with crab meat or chicken or 
shrimp or just plain vegetable mixture, 
first mixing mayonnaise with the ma- 
terial that is to form the filling for 
the tomatoes and seasoning the mix- 
ture to taste. Make a gelatin mixture 
such as the recipe for tongue aspic 
called for; only this gelatin is to be 
made with chicken bouillon cubes 
rather than beef cubes. ‘When tke 
gelatin begins to set spread a layer in 
the bottom of a flat-bottom or ring 
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pe 
with’a tea towel rung out in 
ps 
pimento and sprays of parsley. 
at once. Gelatin will not endure hot 
weather gracefully, and I have seen it 
melt dismally just as the Gueete. w were 
about to be seated, because the 
had been waiting at the table soe: — 
guests wko were late.

fluctuation this week, and we are 

not able to buy the things that 
we had hoped to buy for very much 
less than we were able to buy them 
last week. Strawberries, of course, flut- 
ter up and down as the market varies. 
and will continue to do so until the 
market has somewhat stabilized itself 
and the crop become less variable. They 
are averaging, however, around 35 cents 
—or possibly we may say 30 cents a 
basket. 


Asparagus started this last Monday 
at a high figure, but now that we have 
enjoyed a period of warmer weather, 
particularly warmer nights, we may 
find a sudden drop in its price if in- 
deed it has not dropped since these 
prices were assembled. We find it at 
his time at 60 and 75 cents the bunch. 
gg plant has reached its peak of per- 
fection and may be had in good aver- 
age size plants for from 25 to 35 cents 
each, depending upon the weight of the 
individual plants. Leeks begin to show 
themselves but not regularly and sell 
for 5 cents for four to five separate 
stalks. 


Artichokes flood the market at this 
time as the season is well advanced in 
California. They are, like the egg 
plant, at the pink of their perfection 
and most reasonable at 15 cents each. 
Bananas are firm, fat and glossy and 
to be had at 30 and 35 cents the dozen. 
Green corn has shown itself but to poor 
advantage, as it ts poorly formed, taste- 
less and not worth the price it demands 
of two ears for 25 cents. 


Spring lamb stays at its fancy figure 
of 65 cents the pound, but is splendid 
and to be depended upon for its deli- 
clousness. It may go to a lower figure 
or it may not—we can not hope to 
predict. But, unlike the corn, it is 
not necessarily to be avoided because 
of the price. We find calves’ liver in 
market at this time, ata fancy figure 
when we are told that it may be taken 
home for the consideration of 75 cents 
@ pound, Later in the summer it may 
go as low as 55 cents, but it is doubt- 
ful that it will reach a lower level 
than that: 


Of the fish that ts offered at this 
time probably soft crabs and shad and 
Shad roe attract the most attention. 
All fish seems to have taken a little 
drop in price over last week, and we 
find roe shad at 35 and 40 cents—that 
is, of course, the choice ones—and roe 
at $1 a set. This shad is now from the 
Potomac and especially good. Soft 
crabs are not quite as high as last 
week in that the smaller ones may now 
be had at 20 cents, while the large 
ones are still 25 cents. Crab flake 
sounds prohibitive, but it ts very good 
at $1.50 a pound for the large lumps 
for salad and $1.10 a pound for the 
smaller pieces that may be used for

and the like. Cooked shrimp sells now 
at 60 cents the pound, and-scallops also 
at 60 cents. It may-be useful to’ know 
that we count a pound of scallops the 
proper amount to serve three persons 
who are fond of the delicacy, and that 
it will serve four who are not to have 
quite such untiful servings. Fresh 
salmon is now in the market, and 
nothing can be more highly recom- 
mended. It comes to us from the 
Columbia river and we buy it by 
steaks, and one and sometimes two 
steaks go to make up a pound, which 
sells at 60 cents., Fresh halibut, which 
was plentiful last week, is a bit higher 
this week and selling for 50 cents. 
Frogs’ legs are 50 cents as before. 


There ig a new, mild smoked: roe 
herring to be had now that is most 
delicious, and the roe from it may be 
used on buttered toast 4s a canape. 
This new smoked herring may be used 
without soaking, as it is mildly cured 
and especially good. They are tobe 
had at the rate of two for 25 cents.

Answer—(1) No definite amount can 
be categorically stated, for it depends 
upon your general build and the size 
of your bones. Somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 130 would be good. 

(2) The feet can not be made per- 
ceptibly smaller by natural methods. 
Reducing generally would probably 
make the feet somewhat thinner, but 
they would remain the same in general 
shape and length. However, there is no 
good reason for wanting smaller feet 
than nature gave you to suit your body. 
A graceful, well-shod foot looks well 
regardless of its size. 

(3) You must be more patient if you 
want to reduce any specific part of the 
body—it is unreasonable to expect re- 
sults “in a week or two.” Dancing, 
knee-bending and rope-skipping will 
make the calves of the legs their nor- 
mal size. 
~ (4) The V-shaped neckline is flat- 
tering to broad shoulders. I think, 
however, that it is better not to fol- 
low any hard and fast rule, but to 
follow fashion as much as you can with 
becomingness. 

(5) Take a warm or hot bath each 
day, and scrub the legs with a brush 
and coarse sea-salt. Dry carefully and 
then rub in a good cream or body oil. 
Dust lightly with powder. Do not 
allow the legs to be chapped in col 
weather. 

(6) Petroleum vaseline well rubbed 
into the roots of the lashes each night 
will encourage their growth. , 

(7) Why do you want to make your 
nails grow more rapidly? I should 
think that would prove a great nui- 
sance. Castor oil rubbed into the base 
of each nail at bedtime -might help, 
although I am inclined to believe that 
the nails have natural tendencies that 
are not easily changed in this regard. 
Filing is the proper method of keeping 
the nails in shape, but ‘it has no spe- 
cial effect on’ their rate of growth. 

(8) It is best to have the teeth 
cleaned by a dentist in the prophy- 
lactic way about every six months. 
Every day brush the teeth not less 
than twice with a standard dentifrice.

Y Dedr Miss Singleton: Is, it 
M permissible to use a typewriter 
for social correspondence, if the 
correct stationery is used?

I think handwriting is more distin- 
guished, or, as old-fashioned people 
say, “elegant.”

To receive a type- 
written answer to an invitation would 
be a@ great surprise to any well-bred 
person. Indeed, I never heard of such 
a thing being done. On the other 
hand, when intimate friends or rela- 
tions take their little “Coronas” travel- 
ing, they use them for home corre- 
spondence as naturally as they would 
use fountain pens, and their family 
and friends consider’ it perfectly right, 

{ should say that the typewriter 
could be used for manuscripts, for for- 
mal business and informal family. and 
friendly letters, and for nothing else. 
Social matters are for the pen, and a 


: 


good, legible, graceful handwriting is 
an important social asset that can not 
be acquired too early. If school chil- 
dren were set copies not only of the 
kind of hand they ought to write, but 
the kind of notes and letters as well— 
how to express them, how to space 
them, how to sign them—it would be a 
great help in their later life. 

Of course, a good many school teach- 
ers are themselves igndérant of such 
matters, but it would be possible to 
get a book of letters, written by a per- 
son who understood such matters. 

The word “stationery” is one I should 
not employ myself in speaking of let- 
ter paper. It is one of those words 
always used in trade, but not by the 
best-speaking people.

What woman demands of men 
she gets unfailingly—and when woman 
possessed herself of stamina demands 
stamina of man, she will get it.

AND COFFEE ARE NOT GOOD 
FOR CHILDREN. 


TEA 
LARGE part of the child popula- 
tion is drinking coffee or tea one 
or more times a day. This is 
almost a custom with us. The drink- 
ing of these beverages does harm in 
two ways. 
The alkaloids in coffee and tea are 
harmful to growing children. Tea and 
coffee take the place of milk in the 
diet. They crowd this wholesome bev- 
erage, so necessary for growing chil- 
dren, off the daily diet list. 
Coffee and tea, when drunk by chil- 
dren, create an unnatural taste. They 
may lay the basis for drug appetites. 
Finally, the breast milk of mothers 
who are heavy coffee drinkers or tea 
drinkers contains a white, crystalline 
Substance which has all the earmarks 
of the alkaloid of tea and coffee. 
Whether this chemical is present in 
harmful quantities in breast milk has 
not been determined. 


All the above are substantially the 
views of Dr. R. R. Irvin, who has been 
investigating coffee drinking among 
children for several years. He wrote 
to nearly all the children’s specialists 
in the country, and to many social 
>workers and public health officials. He 
read up all the reports on habits and 
customs of children in many parts of 
the United States and among different 
racial groups. Finally, he did some 
investigating on his own hook. 

The consensus he found to be that 
the custom of giving tea or coffee was 
widespread and a source of considerable 
harm. Some children habitually drank 
several cups of coffee daily.

Sonfe favored hot soup, hot milk. or hot 
water, but objected to hot tea and 
coffee. 

Nearly all the physicians were op- 
posed to the plan of adding enough cof- 
fee to milk to flavo: it. In their experi- 
ence children preferred unflavored milk 
fo milk flavored with coffee.

It is effective 
in even the most obstinate cases where 
other remedies have failed. 

Just before retiring bathe the. feet 
in hot, soapy water in which a table- 
spoonful of baking soda has been dis- 
solved. Allow the feet to dry for at 
least fifteen minutes, then apply two 
coats of tincture of iodine with a soft 
camel’s hair brush, taking care not to 
get any iodine on parts not affected. 
Allow this to dry; sprinkle the feet 
with borated talcum powder and wrap 
them up in bandages soaked in spirits 
of camphor. Let them remain this way 
all night. Go to bed. 

The next night use no iodine. Ine 
stead apply spirits of rosemary to the 
affected parts and sprinkle the feet 
with talcum powder and wrap in came 
phor-saturated bandages as befgre. 

Alternate night after night in this 
manner, and in a short time all trace 
of soreness and itching will be gone. 
Should the skin have a tendency to 
crack or blister, apply camphkorated oll, 
vaseline or any medicated grease or oil. 
If convenient, apply grease to the chile 
blains in the morning on arising and 
leave on during the day. 

Avoid extremes of heat and cold; 
wear warm stockings; avoid getting 
the feet wet. Once feet are frostbit- 
ten they easily acquire chilblains again 
during cold weather, even though they 
do not become frozen. The above treat 
ment will usually allay suffering and 
swelling in about four treatments.

Myers is in the experimental 
stage and has been trying to. change 
his style of batting under the advise- 
ment of older members of the club. 

Myer’s batting was one of the fea- 
tures of Washington’s playing last year. 
He seemed to be a natural hitter and 
took a confident stance at the plate. 
He batted less than .200 for weeks after 
the start of the season and then gained 
his stride to finish up with an average 
of more than .300. 

Myer. has been advised to change| 
from a swinger to a pull hitter in an 
effort. to put more. power in his stroke. 
Since the start of the season.the de- 
parture has been: a failure. He: walked 
four times: in the opening game, but 
a lone. singie in the second game, but 
has gone hitless in six games since 
played.

the change in closing time, and, as one 
banker said: “When the customer learns 
that the change in time would benefit 
the personnel he will be the first to 
make such changes in his banking 
habits as would permit of an earlier 
closing through the summer.” 

With the majority of the banks clos- 
ing as they do now at 3 o'clock, the 
work of the personnel is not completed 
until around 5 o’clock and in some of 
the institutions at a much later hour, 
so that there is no opportunity for the 
host of bank employes to indulge in 
many of the -recreational advantages 
which the city offers during daylight 
hours. With the 2 o'clock closings, the 
hour gained would mean an hour or 
more of daylight each day in whick 
employes could take to the river, play 
golf, tennis, or enjoy some other fa- 
vorite form of amusement or rest. 

With the plan working out success- 
fully in many other cities, some otf 
which have shorter banking hours 
throughout the year than those of 
Washington banks, the maajority opin- 
lon throughout the financial district 
seems to be that a movement for early 
closing in the summer months spon- 
sored by the District Bankers’ associa- 
tion would meet with the hearty sup- 
port of member banks.

Calles’ Charges Baseless, 
Apostolic Delegate Says 


(By the Associated Press.) 


The Most Rev. Pietro Fumasoni- 
Biondi, apostolic delegate to the United 
States, announced yesterday that he 
was “certain that the Mexican hier- 
archy had nothing to do either directly 
or indirectly” with the recent attack 
by a band of outlaws upon a Mexican 
passenger train in which .the train was 
set on fire and many passengers either 
Slain or burned to death. 

Replying to a statement by President 
Calles of Mexico, intimating that the 
attack was carried out with the knowl- 
edge of the Catholic Episcopate of 
Mexico, Archbishop Biondi said that 
“my first request to the American pub- 
lic in this matter is that Judgment be 
suspended until definite and reliable 
details are available.” 

“The only news we have to date is 
from government sources,” he de- 
clared, “and, as everyone knows, all 
dispatches from Mexico are rigorously 
censored by the Calles government, 
whose officials decide what can and 
must be sent out to the press. * * 

“However, I can absolutely deny the 
charge of President Calles carried in 
press dispatches that the Mexican hier- 
archy is responsible for the attack. 
The charge is without foundation and 
a result of the bitter hatred of Presi- 
dent Calles for the Catholic Church. 
This bitterness of the President of 
Mexico and his utter lack of logic must 
be evident to everyone who reads his 
statement.”

CONSTITUTION ACCEPTED 


The Federation of Civic Associations 
meeting last night in the board room 
at the District building, approved a spe- 
cial report made by Archibald S58. 
Pinkett to the effect that the recent 
failure of the police court and the po- 
lice trial board to convict an officer 
accused of abuse of Mrs Josephine 
White in Linden court, lessens public 
confidence in the tribunals before 
which the officer was tried. 

Discussion developed the manner in 
which the case was handled by the dis- 
trict attorney’s office and by the trial 
board, with the result that appointment 
of a special committee of the federation 
and other organizations was taken un- 
der advisement, for the purpose of 
formulating complaints . before. the 
commissioners and the office of the 
Attorney General, and to establish a 
basis of request for investigation: by 
Congress of the police department of 
the District of Columbia. 

Huver I. Brown, federation secretary, 
protested action of the citizens’ ad- 
visory council in discussing proposals 
or amendments affecting the civic fed- 
eration without notifying that body of 
the nature of the matters considered. 
Advisory council members, Richardson
